Luminant Mining Company LLC (“Luminant”), 6555 Sierra Drive, Irving, Texas 75039 has 
submitted a permit revision application titled Monticcllo-Thenno Mine. Permit No. 5G, Revision 
Application No. 34 (“Application”), to the Railroad Commission of Texas Surface Mining and 
Reclamation Division (“Commission”) for approval. Revision Application No. 34 proposes to 
revise the reclamation plan for an approximate 85-acre area of the H-Area within the Monticello- 
Thermo Mine by updating post mine slopes and post mine contours. 

The proposed changes to the postmine slopes and postmine contours will involve reclaiming and 
recontouring an existing earthen stockpile that will be covered with a minimum four feet of the 
approved suitable soil material, thus leaving an elevated land feature approximately 110-feet in 
height consistent with the executed Development Agreement (“Agreement”) with the City of 
Sulphur Springs (“City”). Approval of this application would facilitate the execution of a 
reclamation plan prepared collaboratively with the City in support of long-term plans 
memorialized in said Agreement, executed by the City and Luminant in a Special City Council 
Meeting on October 16, 2018. 


The executed Agreement is included in Supplemental Document No. 1 to the application and is 
recorded in the Real Property Records of Hopkins County. It is intended that the City be the 
ultimate end user of the acreage that is subject of Revision No. 34 after the area has been reclaimed 
in accordance with all applicable regulations. 

This application also shows the revised location of the H-03 Permanent Impoundment as a result 
of ceasing mining operations and provides general design plans for the H-01 Treatment Pond and 
H-01 Permanent Impoundment. Luminant proposes to revise the postmine land uses within the 
H-Area as a part of Revision No. 34 and a separate application (Revision No. 35). 

A Form SMRD-1C is also included within Revision Application No. 34 to update Luminant’s 
mailing address and the list on names of individuals who are authorized to act on behalf of the 
applicant. Permit 5G, issued on December 14, 2010, contains approximately 4,506 acres and is 
located in Hopkins County, Texas.

As depicted on the location map included with this public notice, Permit 5G lies approximately 
three miles southeast of the town of Sulphur Springs, Texas. The permit boundary follows State 
Highway No. 11 from the intersection of FM 1870 westward to the intersection of Hopkins County 
Road No. 2309 where it meanders westward along property tract boundaries to a point near the 
intersection of State Highway No. 11 and County Road No. 2307. The boundary then generally 
follows County Road No. 2307 northward for approximately 0.7 mile where it turns and runs 
southwestward until it intersects State Highway No. 11. The boundary then generally follows State 
Highway No. 11 northwestward approximately 0.7 mile where it turns north and then eastward 
before dropping southward to intersect CR 2307. The boundary then moves northeastward to again 
intersect CR 2309. It then follows CR 2309 northward to intersect the Louisiana-Arkansas 
Railroad where it follows the railroad’s southern right-of-way eastward to a point approximately 
one mile past the intersection of FM 1870. The boundary then drops southward for approximately 
0.7 miles and then moves westward to again intersect FM 1870 where it follows FM 1870 
southward to State Highway No. 11. Permit 5G is contained within the “Sulphur Springs S.E.” 
U.S. Geological Survey 7.5-minute Quadrangle map for Texas. 

The Application is made pursuant to the Texas Surface Coal Mining and Reclamation Act, TEX. 
NAT. RES. CODE ANN. Chapter 134 (Vernon Supp. 2019) and the Coal Mining Regulations, 
Texas Railroad Commission, TEX.

On July 10, 2019,1 received the above-referenced application, including Supplement No. 1, submitted by 
Luminant. The above-referenced docket number has been assigned to the application for Revision No. 34 
and should be used in all correspondence in this matter.

1. The assigned docket number, C19-0020-SC-05-B, should be added to the title of the draft notice 
and to the address block on the second page of the draft notice. Please add my name as 
administrative law judge on the second page. 

2. Following the second sentence of the draft notice, state that the proposed changes to the postmine 
slopes and postmine contours would allow for an approximately 110-foot high stockpile of 
unsuitable material that is currently on the acreage to remain in place and that Luminant proposes 
to cover the stockpile with at least four feet of suitable material. 

3. In the third sentence of the first paragraph, as reflected in Supplement No. 1, state that general 
design plans for the H-01 Treatment Pond and H-01 Permanent Impoundment are included in the 
Application. 

4. As reflected in the Introduction and Errata Sections of Supplement No. 1, include information that 
approval of the revision Application would facilitate the execution of a reclamation plan prepared 
collaboratively with the City of Sulphur Springs, Texas (“City”) in support of long-term plans 
memorialized in a Development Agreement (“Agreement”) executed by the City and Luminant in 
a Special City Council Meeting on October 16, 2018. Also, state that an executed copy of the 
Agreement is included in Supplement No. 1 to the Application and is recorded in the Real Property 
Records of Hopkins County. Further, include a statement that it is intended that the City be the 
ultimate end user of the acres that are the subject of Revision No. 34 after the area has been 
reclaimed in accordance with all applicable regulations. 

5. Include a statement that Luminant proposes to revise the postmine land uses within the H-Area as 
part of Revision No. 35 that is being processed as a separate application.
